AN ORDINANCE amending Ordinance 
Number G-10-84 dealing with 
Historic Preservation Districts 

WHEREAS, The Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, by passage of Ordinance Number G-10-84 has 
created Chapter 151 of the Municipal Code of the City entitled 
"Historic Preservation and Protection Districts." 

WHEREAS, Sections 151.10 through 151.13 of Chapter 
151 provide procedures by which areas may be designated as" 
Historic Districts." 

WHEREAS, С-10-84 needs to be amended to reflect the 
additional designation of thirteen (13) properties as Historic 
Districts. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

Section 1. The properties listed as 120-122 West 
Washington Boulevard, 207 West Main Street, 1405 Broadway, 914 
South Calhoun, 926-930 South Calhoun, 112 West Washington 
Boulevard, 114 West Washington Boulevard, 1421 Broadway, 
437-441 East Berry Street, 830 South Harrison Street, 1717 
South Calhoun, 1915-1917 South Calhoun, and 2614-16 South 
Calhoun, are hereby designated Historic Preservation 
Districts, and in that regard Ordinance Number G-10-84 is 
hereby amended by adding thereto at Section 151.02 (B) thereof 
the designations herein made. 

Section 2. The maps submitted herewith as Exhibit 
"A" numbered 1 through 13 are approved and it is noted that 
all legal steps have been taken by the Historic Preservation

Fort Wayne's Historic Preservation and Protection Ordinance (G- 
10-84), was established to preserve and protect those 
historically or architecturally worthy structures, sites, and 
districts which impart a distinct aesthetic quality to the city 
and which serve as visible reminders of the historic heritage of 
the city. To assist in acheiving this goal, criteria are set 
forth in the ordinance for the establishment of multiple and 
single property historic districts. 


Pursuant to Chapter 151 of the municipal code, the Historic 
Preservation Review Board has held public hearings and approved 
the designation of the following buildings as local historic 


districts:

In compliance with section 151.12 (D) of this code, maps of those 
districts approved by the HPRB were submitted to the Planning 
Commission for review and received favorable comment.

With the exception of the Rialto Theater, all of the buildings 
proposed for designation have been the recipients of Historic 
Facade Challenge Grant funds for exterior restoration. Pursuant 
to receiving this funding, the owners of approved properties are 
required to seek historic district status for their buildings to 
ensure both future protection of the restored facades as well as 
their own, and the City's, investment in the renovation. The 
historic district application for the Rialto Theater has been 
submitted by the owner and his representative, who are seeking a 
measure of protection for the building while pursuing various 
marketing and funding opportunities available for historic 
buildings. 


The Historic Preservation Review Board and Staff recommends that 
the Council adopt the attached ordinance amendment in recognition 
of the investment placed in these properties and to afford 
protection of these valuable landmarks for future generations. 


Attached, please find the required maps of those properties 
approved for designation by the HPRB.
